This is a restric- 
tion of a rather different kind. I do not live near a

R.1.B.A. ANNUAL GENERAL MEETING 


TH! annual general meeting of the R.1.B.A. for once 

in a way produced some interesting remarks from 
members and some satisfactory explanations from the 
officers. There were the usual wizards of the balance 
sheet who tried, not altogether successfully, to prove 
that the accounts were all nonsense, but apart from them 
the remarks were on the whole sensible 

That hardy annual, the accusation that the R.1.B.A 
was doing nothing to help its members to get work, was 
admirably answered by the President, who pointed out 
that the Institute was represented on the National Con 
sultative Council and had consistently fought for its 
members by pointing out that building cuts should not 
be used as a means of making national economies. The 
report on the future of private practice was referred to 
and its publication was promised in the near future 

In answering a financial questioner, the Honorary 
Treasurer pointed out that the Institute had paid off and 
put aside a total of £183,000 in the last twelve years 
and was committed to rebuilding 68 Portland Place in 
1962. Plans for adding two stories to 66 Portland 
Place had already been passed by the L.C.C 

The Board of Architectural Education came in for 
some criticism, mainly on account of the large numbers 
of failures in the Intermediate, Final and Special Final 
examinations. Some members felt that the standard of 
education available to the external student was too low 
Officers of the Board thought, however, that students 
were trying to take the examinations in too much of 
a hurry. 

More maintenance scholarships were called for 
This brought the reply that 50 per cent. of the income 
of A.R.C.U.K. was already given for this purpose bu! 
that it was hoped that local authorities would give 
more help The new programme of testimonies of 
studies was carefully criticised by a probationer, who 
said that they put too great a strain on students In 
reply it was stated that the idea was to arrange a pro- 
gressive course of instruction rather than the “set 
piece * atmosphere of the previous testimonies. It was 
hoped that students should take more time and not rush 
their way through 

Someone wanted more competitions and suggested 
that it was the cost of financing them that frightened 
promoters away. It was suggested that the assessor's 
and other fees and expenses should be paid by the 
winner of the competition. This ingenious idea was not 
received with much enthusiasm by the Secretary, who 
explained that in his experience it was not the expense 
which deterred promoters of competitions but the fear 
of getting an inexperienced architect as the winner 

At the end of the meeting Mr. P. Mansfield, a visit 
ing Australian architect, who was the grandson of the 
first Australian F.R.1.B.A., brought greetings from the 
President of the Royal Australian Institute of Archi- 
tects and the New South Wales Chapter. He summed 
up the meeting very neatly by saving, amid laughter

()! IT of the 56 designs submitted, the three awards 
were the only ones that, in my opinion, gave any 
real contribution to the problems of planning schools 
to the 1950 requirements. While there were many 
interesting plans, the majority of the competitors failed 
to show an understanding of the functions of a school, 
or contemporary school architecture, or failed to 
appreciate that, since the war, there has been an almost 
annual change in the planning and construction of 
school buildings. 

Many good sound examples of planning were, in my 
opinion, very poor examples of architecture, and many 
interesting designs showed a complete lack of under- 
standing of the functions of a school, and although 
the maximum floor area was clearly stated in the 
Conditions, a number of competitors failed to plan 
within those limits. The open plan in nearly all its 
forms was predominant making a striking contrast 
with the neat compact layout of the three winning 
designs.

have a starting date this year, so that it was essential 
that the competition drawings compared as nearly as 
possible to the final design. For this reason, the de- 
tailed conditions were prepared to assist the competitors 
in preparing drawings that would require a minimum 
of modification, and it was necessary to assess whether 
or not any modification that might be required by the 
various authorities, were Of ad minor nature that would 
not affect che scheme as a whole. 

While on first sight, the winning design might 
appear as a reactionary step back to the old courtyard 
planning, a detailed examination will show that the 
detailed handling of the plan requirements bears no 
resemblance, and I considered that this scheme was an 
outstanding contribution to school design. 

One of the most interesting features of the winning 
plan is the placing of the entire teaching area on the 
first floor of the main building, leaving the ground floor 
clear for planning of the administration, cloakrooms, 


and lavatories, etc.

circulation area, but also in such items as services, 
drainage and foundations. 

The use of internal courts are carefully considered 
and planned as quiet open spaces. Whether or not 
they are a definite contribution to the school amenities 
will of course depend entirely on their upkeep. 

The positioning of the head teacher's ‘ting quarters 
will probably cause some criticism, as head teachers 
generally prefer living away from the school. This 
however, can be very easily rectified by building a 
separate head teacher's house away from the main 
building. This does not necessarily apply to the Care- 
taker’s house, as the caretaker is responsible for the 
supervision of the school during the holidays, and after 

hours. 

In this scheme, use has been made of the dining 
spaces for alternative purposes. The dining areas are 
extremely flexible and can be thrown into the Hall, 
alternatively part divided by movable screens making 
additional teaching area overlooking the East Court. 

The placing of the cloakrooms, as shown, makes it 
necessary for a large number of the pupils to go a long 
way through the school to get to these, or alternatively, 
to pass through the head teacher’s or caretaker’s 
living quarters. The cloakrooms also appear to be 
rather small and inadequate, but there is ample space 
in the circulation hall to the south which could be 
used, as this area appears to be extravagant. These 
points, however, could easily be amended if required. 

While the plan is very economical, there are places 
where the heights shown are extravagant. The work- 
shops seem unnecessarily high, and a further reduction 
in cube might be obtained by limiting the general all- 
round height of the first floor, which is given as 11 fet. 
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As the first floor rooms are adequately lit from wall 
windows on both sides, or have good top lighting, the 
11 ft. floor to ceiling height shown appears slightly 
excessive. 

The principle of the movable stage projecting into 
the Assembly Hall might be criticised for secondary 
schools, but as the stage area is in addition to the total 
area of the Hall, there is ample room for replanning 
this if required within the main structure. 

Minor modifications may be required, such as the 
layout of the kitchen and a Housecraft store being 
through the larder, but taking the scheme as a whole 
there is in my opinion, nothing that would require any 
major revisions, and would produce a first class, 
workable school. 

The structure is a simple R.S.J. frame forming 10 ft. 
structural bays, and with floors and roofs of precast 
concrete units, which should present no difficulties at 
working drawing stage, and the repeated use of stand- 
ard sections in the major part of the building should 
assist in the preparation of these drawings, and also 
the quantities. 

The elevations are very carefully and clearly worked 
out, and should produce a very pleasing building. The 
drawings are very beautifully prepared and presented, 
but unfortunately the report is extremely scrappy. It 
was obviously done in a very great hurry, tes at 
night, and many of the figures given are incorrect, but 
a very careful check from the actual drawings, has 
shown that the s« heme comes within the areas pre- 
scribed in the Conditions, and the —_ cost, which is 
given as £131,000, should be possible, provided of 
course economy ts considered in the fittings and 
finishes.

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\.F.B.T.E. Statement : 
New Housing Arrangements 


The National Federation of Build- 
ing Trades Employers has issued the 
following statement 


“By admitting, at last, that the needs 
of different local authorities vary 
widely and by giving them greate! 
latitude, Mr. Bevan has taken a step 
in the right direction. But he has not 
gone far enough. The ratio should be 
abolished altogether and the division 
of the number of houses allocated to 
each local authority between private 
and local authority building should 
instead be determined by the wishes of 
those with housing needs. There ts 
not the slightest justification for fore 
ing those who prefer to have houses 
built for them at no cost to public 
funds to become the tenants of heavily 
subsidised municipal houses 

The new decision must result) in 
some increase in the number of new 
houses built for sale or letting priv 
ately, but the increase will not be suffi 
cient to give the private builder any- 
thing like the scope he requires in 
order to make his full contribution to 
wards the reduction of the cost of 
housebuilding. To do this he must be 
able to develop estates according to a 
planned programme.”

additional penthouse flats on the roof deck. These 
latter blocks, which contain the larger family flats, 
have internal staircase approach. 

All living and principal bedrooms have 
either south-east or south-west aspect. All flats, in- 
cluding the one-room flats, have their own private 
balcony. 

Kitchens are planned with adequate built-in fittings, 
namely, larder, space for refrigerator, dry store, 
dresser and serving hatch. The fittings are arranged 
to give continuous worktop space at sink level. Cloaks 
and brooms cupboards are also provided. All bed- 
rooms have built-in wardrobes. 

The flats contain a living room and 
sleeping bay for two beds, and a separate kitchen and 
bathroom.

THE opening of this new building 
by their Majesties the King and 
Queen, on May 5, marked the 
culmination of 13 years’ work to 
provide a research centre for the 
extension of medical knowledge into

Plans were commenced in July 1937 
and since then over 800 drawings 
3 cee have been prepared by the Archi- 
tects. 
k In 1938, building operations started 


on the Nutrition Block, Farm Build- 
ings. Cottages and Main Building. 
The carcase of the main building 
was completed in 1942, when it was 
lent to the Admiralty and converted 
3 for occupation by the W.R.N.S. The 
Admiralty handed the building back 
j to the owners in 1946, and final 
ompletion commenced. 


The Radioactive Laboratory and 
the Insectarium are still under con- 
struction, also further laboratories 
on the third floor. 


The plan form of the main build- 
ing was adopted to give maximum 
uninterrupted light and air through- 
out. Windows are placed at 8 ft.
